More 
pathetic are those whose parents had hoped “they would grow 
out child whose speech deviates much from the 
normal that attention called it, and fails communicate, 
needs the help trained teachers. The child may grow out his 
defective speech per cent do; but may never grow out 
character traits resulting from traumatized emotions. For every 
one who succeeds, more than one fails acquire acceptable 
speech, tragic loss society more tragic himself. 

Since most speech defects before school age, and the 
majority cases, stuttering begins before the child enters school, 
needs help the early years while acquiring speech. 
When enters school will need the help his classroom 
teacher. classroom teacher teaches Above all, 
from the speech correction point view, she creates atmos- 
phere, whether not she means so, which the child with 
speech defect either demoralized helped improve 
not only his speech but also live gracefully with his defect 
Since the speech therapist can handle efficiently case load

Every morning the youngsters these 
classes slip lightweight earphones and 
plug the other end into the floor. The

Like all educators she 
was concerned with the shortage teach- 
ers, and with the fact that diverse groups 
the classroom often were shortchanged 
teaching methods which usually aimed 
the “average” child. the process, the 
brilliant and the slow learners often were 
neglected. She hit upon teaching tape 
recorder the solution least, practi- 
cal solution. 

each electronic classroom four tapes 
can played simultaneously. One tape 
for the bright students, second for aver- 
age, third for slow learners. The fourth 
tape may remedial lesson for some 
student who was absent the day before, 
who having difficulties particular 
subject. The class divided into three 
groups bright, average, slow. This divi- 
sion not rigid: child may Group 
let’s say English, but Group 
(average) arithmetic. Or, Group III 
pupil (slow Social Science) may 
Group (bright) Group pupil 
other subjects. With the flexible system 
enabling the teacher switch individuals 
and out various tape channels, the 
youngsters actually get more individual at- 
tention than from totally “live” teacher. 
There are special discipline problems 
the listeners are entirely absorbed the 
voice reaching them via their earphones.

There are now elementary schools 
taught Benedictine Sisters trying out 
tape teaching, five years after the first lone 
experiment Louisiana. The results are 
indeed remarkable. one school, sixth 
grade tape-taught students averaged least 
half year ahead expected achievement 


every subject; averaged two and one 
half year gain geography and history. 
Third graders averaged five months over 
expected gains; scored fifth grade 
science. Slow learners have achieved amaz- 
ing progress: one boy accomplished three 
years work ten months, via tape! And 
the bright students have been challenged 
for the first time, literally, their made- 
to-order tape lessons have kept them 
their toes. And attendance has been much 
better: “School’s exciting place now!” 
one girl commented.

Listening and Speaking Are Basic 

Listening and speaking are the first lan- 
guage arts acquired the child, and 
upon this known area that base the 
teaching all the other language arts and 
subjects the curriculum.

Blessed the child who 
not hindered progress because poor 
language development. Although children 
have begun talk before they enter 
school, they shall continue talk better 
worse they grow into adulthood.

The Need Universal 

must not think speech merely 
terms those who are definitely handi- 
capped serious speech disorders. While 
true that the severely defective child 
needs special help, should cognizant 
the fact that the entire school curric- 
ulum could greatly enlivened good 
speech program which would further de- 
velop the talents the gifted child, im- 
prove the standard for all pupils, and give 
help the defective. Better communica- 
tion through better speech should become 
the goal every subject. 

There certainly abundance sub- 
stantial evidence justify the need for 
thorough and practical program speech 
education the elementary level. Faulty 
speech speaks for itself, but other subject 
matter areas afford valuable information. 
Poor language development and defective 
speech have contributed widespread fail- 
ure reading, difficulty spelling, and 
inability express one’s thoughts clearly 
writing. However, before delve into 
the subject matter school life, let look 
the first important step the child takes 
when comes school social and 
emotional adjustment must make his 
new surroundings.

special attention. His mental acumen 
comparable that his right-handed 
brother, and learning manipulate 
many materials and tools, fares equally 
well.

all have seen the awkward writing 
position certain left-handed children 
and adults. The elbow projects outward; 
the hand and forearm form perfect right 


angle, with the fingers and wrist muscles 
working cramped position. for the 
results all the effort, the work frequently 
looks cramped and rigid the position 
the writer. 

Now, true that there are left-handed 
persons who use the pen and pencil properly, 
and them, moreover, received 
special attention when they were form- 
ing their writing habits. They write with 
hand and arm the normal position, and 
their penmanship does not differ appear- 
ance from that the average writer. These 
exceptions, however, serve show that 
can done. Being left handed not neces- 
sarily handicap, writing, for whether 
the right left hand used immaterial, 
the proper position used.

The pencil hand directly line 
with the forearm, the pencil grasped lightly 
and pointing the left shoulder.

The paper slanted the direction 
the left arm, the right hand holding 
paper lightly, moving sideways the 
writing progresses across the page, and 
away from the body the lines are 
covered. The original angle the paper 
maintained. 

For details procedures and appropriate 
exercises, teachers are recommended 
consult standard handwriting manual 
some publication treating the subject 
left-handed writing, such Dr. Gardner’s 
combination manual and exercise 


Vigilant Perseverance 

return our keynotes success 
assisting the child form correct writing 
habits, discuss the element vigilance. 
understanding the problem will 
little benefit the teacher not constantly 
the lookout for the particular pupils 
need the special help. Neither 
emptory glance about the room occasion- 
ally when the children are writing, nor 
close scrutiny during the writing period 
only, will suffice, but all periods which 
her pupils are using pen pencil close 
vigilance needed. The teacher should 
familiar with the particular desks which 
her glance should straying regularly. She 
must prepared for sudden changes 
writing position, and whether the incorrect 
position being adopted consciously 
unconsciously, immediate reminder 
order. 

Occasionally happens that 
handed pupil has difficulty when firs

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correct position. Even the intermediate 
grade teacher may find left-handed children 
suddenly adopting, least experiment- 
ing with the right angle hand and wrist 
position. this case reasonable explana- 
tion may take care the situation, but 
even when the explanation seems have 
been successful, vigilance still continued. 
When reasoning not effective, steps must 
taken for systematic remedial pro- 
cedure. 

And what about the intermediate grade 
child who for years has been writing with 
his hand turned? The work here more 
difficult than the primary grades, but 
correct habit can still formed. Teach- 
ers have been successful this means 
sincere appeal the child and close 
remedial follow-up. pupil firmly 
convinced the benefit himself and his 
work and given praise and encourage- 
ment his efforts change from the in- 
correct position, should willing 
co-operate, least making honest 
attempt. His penmanship will suffer con- 
siderably over long but the child 
who earnestly tries can eventually emerge 
with correct writing position and im- 
proved penmanship. 

The nature the follow-up, whether 
the primary higher grades, will vary 
depending upon such factors the child’s 
personality, his stability, his attitude, and 
the extent the hold which the incorrect 
habit has upon him. But whatever the 
course action, the remedial work must 
consistent, steady, allowing intervals 
which the matter neglected. Dis- 


couragement, impatience, well the 
need time for other school work, may 
tempt the teacher relax her vigilance 
and effort for time, but she should re- 
member that spasmodic interest will re- 
sult merely waste good time. Only 
dogged day-in-day-out perseverance will 
spell success. 


Co-operative Project 

Then, too, wise teachers will enlist the 
co-operation parents, when necessary. 
Mothers and fathers usually wish elim- 
inate handicaps the lives their chil- 
dren, and short explanation the nature 
the difficulty and the part that parents 
can play effecting cure will easily win 
their help. since the written work 
the child, not merely his work school 
needs supervised and guided. thi 
point parent co-operation important. 

the end, all this attention the 
“left-hander,” all the effort, the watchful- 
ness and consistent remedial work, will 
have been well worth the struggle. The 
child will experience the same ease 
using pen and pencil does his right- 
handed brother; will have avoided the 
awkward-looking position; above all, his 
penmanship will more neat and legible 
than would have been had one been 
concerned with the problem. 

And so, let resolve—those 
who may not have been aware the need, 
and those who may not have been 
vigilant and persevering might have 
been let resolve give more atten- 
tion the left-handed child writes.

The Aims 

The purpose the organization pro- 
vide meeting ground for college teachers 
religion.

Discussions the pur- 
pose and procedure teaching religion 
the college will help point the way 
followed teacher preparation some- 
thing that still weak spot the col- 
lege set-up. These aims are stated specif- 
ically the constitution the society: 


“The ultimate objectives the Society 
shall assist teachers imparting 
college students adequate religious instruc- 
tion well integrated with the rest the 
curriculum. Proximately shall seek 
promote the following objectives: 

“1. further exchange informa- 
tion and analysis problems currently in- 
volved the teaching Sacred Doctrine. 

“2. analyze inadequacies that may 
found present programs Sacred Doc- 
trine the college level. 

“3. formulate and suggest the objec- 
tives and proper content the college 
course Sacred Doctrine. 

“4. discuss and evaluate the various 
modes instruction Sacred Doctrine. 

“5. discuss and develop effective 


program for realizing the proper place 
Sacred Doctrine the curriculum and its 
integration with the other disciplines. 


“6. develop effective teachers Sa- 
cred Doctrine the college level. 


“7. develop standards for the ade- 
quate preparation teachers Sacred 
Doctrine the college level. 


“8. study ways and means co- 

ordinating the course Sacred Doctrine 
with other college activities.” 
clear from this quotation that the 
society does not intend standard- 
izing association, nor dictate members 
the courses required method 
teaching followed. 


Organization and Meetings 


The society organized primarily 
national basis and meets annually Easter 
Monday and Tuesday. addition, there 
are meetings regional groups. These 
regions are determined not rigidly state 
boundaries, but facility travel the 
area, the number colleges located there, 
etc. The chairman and committee each 
region arrange for meetings and the needed 
agenda with the help suggestions offered 
the national Current Problems Com- 
mittee. Some these topics may 
chosen for the national program. addi- 
tion, the regions study their own questions 
and difficulties. The annual over-all review 
work accomplished presented the 
national convention meeting officers, 
board directors, and regional chairmen, 
meeting open all delegates. 


Administration 


Four officers elected for two-year periods 
administer the work the society with 
the help nine-member board di- 
rectors who likewise have specified term. 
The regional chairman selected the 
respective region. Each region also deter- 
mines the number committee members 
who assist the chairman, term 
office.

Exceptional Keynote Speech 

The fifty-sixth annual convention the 
National Catholic Educational 
was held Atlantic City, March 
April 1959. The theme the con- 
vention was “Christian Education: Our 
Commitments and Resources.” The main 
contribution the theme was the restate- 
ment old current material with new 
terminology. The outstanding difference was 
the keynote speech Bishop Lawrence 
Shehan, Bridgeport, Conn., the Pres- 
ident General the Association, the best 
and the most appropriate address that 
have heard all the years have attended 
the convention. would have been up- 
lifting influence the Convention such 
statement Bishop Shehan’s had been 
sent advance all persons participating 
the program. Such suggestion even 
implied the first paragraph the 
Bishop’s address. 

This year’s meeting particular signifi- 
cance because its general theme: Christian 
Education Our Commitments and Our Re- 
sources. this opening address shall 
purpose, not spell out detail either the 
commitments which are obligated 
the resources our disposal, but rather 
sketch the theme general outline, leaving 


the details developed the various 
divisional and sectional meetings. 


Christian Education: Our Commit- 
ments and Our Resources: 

The Bishop’s theme was the theme the 
Convention and this keynote address 
the convention’s most illuminating state- 
ment. The Bishop plunges directly into the 
subject and states the second paragraph 
the commitments Catholic education: 


should begin noting that the over-all 
commitments Catholic education are clearly 
stated the general legislation the Church. 
Catholic education, free from doctrinal error 
and from moral danger, provided for 
all the faithful from the days their child- 
hood. Where Catholic elementary and high 
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schools with curriculum measuring 
this standard not exist, the bishop 
diocese has the obligation establish such 
educational institutions. Catholic universities 
basis, where public universities are lacking 
Catholic teaching and Catholic attitude. The 
Church, therefore, her general legislation 
pledged provide complete Catholic educa- 
tion her subjects insofar this possible. 


Problems Met Dioceses and 
Parishes 

There was little use the Convention 
the slogan emphasized few years ago, 
“Every Catholic Child 
The Bishop deals with the com- 
mitment more concretely and presents the 
most —if not the only constructive and 
challenging proposal the Convention. 
Bishop Shehan reviews summarily the ac- 
tions the Baltimore Councils, provincial 
and plenary, and then 
amazing growth the Catholic educational 
system all levels from statement the

Constructive Proposal Catholic 
Teaching Secondary Schools 


The constructive suggestion Bishop 
Shehan which certainly required courage 
make grows out actual situations. One 
that the rapid shifts population are leav- 
ing parishes and school plants depopulated. 
The special situation that Bishop Shehan 
sees must faced and the proposed solu- 
tions are: 


certain localities where with existing 
plant, personnel, and resources, seems im- 
possible provide full Catholic education for 
all Catholic children, the question has been 
raised about the advisability offering 
every child Catholic education certain 
level. Since young children are more com- 
pletely under the control their parents, 
since common experience that during the 
younger years attention and interest can 
held extracurricular religious instruction, 
and since neither these conditions hold true 
during the years adolescence, thought might 
well given plan provide all children 
with Catholic education, say from the seventh 
the twelfth grades. least would have 
nothing lose and perhaps much gain 
carefully planned and observed experiments 
were tried areas where the full course 
Catholic education cannot offered all 
children the present time.

Such brief are the problems arising out 
our commitments: material resources 
finance our vast undertaking; personnel 
religious and lay —to staff our educational 
institutions; quality scholarship, instruc- 
tion, student achievement. What are the 
resources which are our disposal for meet- 
ing these problems? 

This central part the keynote address 
has very thoughtful discussion the 
fiscal and personnel problems Catholic 
education, and the quality Catholic 
education including valuable statement 
the teaching reading and natural 
science, and approval Admiral Rick- 
over’s emphasis hard work, and 
real traditions philosophy, the human- 
ities, and the liberal notes some 
the undoubted evils the pressures 
accrediting associations, but hasten 
add, our own account that without the 
pressures the accrediting associations 
Catholic secondary and higher education 
would the poorer. Included this dis- 
cussion are three points worthy even 
more extended quotation than can give. 


Lay Teachers Catholic Education 


The statistics 1956 which show that 
out total 147,330 full time teachers, 
95,919 were Sisters, 35,129 were lay teach- 
ers, 10,412 were priests, 4568 were Broth- 
ers, and 1302 were scholastics. The great 
problem personnel obviously the 
recruitment women the religious com- 
munities. fine statement made the 
place the lay teacher: 


From the figures have already cited 
evident that lay teachers have already begun 
play important role Catholic educa- 
tion. For some time this has been true our 
colleges and universities, but during the past 
few years the number has 
increasing both primary secondary 
schools. Lay teachers now outnumber priests, 
Brothers, and scholastics, two one. Un- 
doubtedly the very pressure circumstances 
will cause give due consideration the 
effective recruitment properly qualified lay 
teachers for our high schools, colleges, and 
universities, and the provision for their 
adequate remuneration, their security, and op- 
portunities advancement. But need 
give much greater attention the recruitment 
and provision for lay teachers our pri- 


mary schools. Certainly cannot expect 
get properly qualified lay personnel they are 
considered merely temporary substitutes for 
religious teachers, discarded soon 
the latter can found take their place. 
While shall have look all Catholic 
lay teachers for willingness make sacri- 
fices for the cause Catholic education, yet 
their just remuneration, their security, and 
their development become for obligation 
which cannot blind. 


Teaching Natural Science 

While the discussion reading and the 
place good habit reading education 
excellent indeed, the discussion the 
teaching natural science and the place 
education more significant the present 
education situation, more imperative, and 
requiring more immediate action, but not 
the “crash real danger. 


One the subjects the curriculum, cal- 
culated give precision thought, but woe- 
fully neglected recent years American 
education, the study the natural sciences. 
After the events the past few years, 
not likely that science will continue 
neglected. may well be, however, that the 
approach science will that purely 
utilitarian character; whereas what would 
like emphasize the essential importance 
science part all liberal education. 
clearer more forceful expression the im- 
portance science part general edu- 
cation than Etienne Gilson, whose own 
special field the history medieval philoso- 
phy. paper published 1955 said: 

therefore the strict duty modern 
educators, they want their pupils 
adapted their own times, put their 
disposal the means acquiring least the 
elementary scientific training without which 
they would find themselves lost 
their future surroundings. contempo- 
rary system education can neglect scientific 
studies without betraying its mission. 

Other interests are stake besides the prac- 
tical ones. the benefit derived from literary 
culture and erudiction, the 
early practice logic and mathematics adds 
the priceless mastery the formal laws 
reasoning. The study the natural sciences 
eminently fitted complete such intel- 
lectual formation. alone combines the formal 
rigor mathematical reasoning with the sup- 
pleness required mind obliged think 
the teeth hard facts. submitting facts 
the exigencies mathematical method, 
least the extent that their nature permits 


express them terms quantity, 
modern science has achieved the fields 
physics, chemistry, and even biology successes 
far beyond the boldest expectations its 
seventeenth-century method, especially 
now practiced physics and biology, 
also become acquainted with the working 
the human intellect its best and its 
application the order reality that 
most fitted know. 

Catholic education all American 
education undoubtedly science destined 
play much more important role than ever 
before. The danger that the teaching 
science will regarded sort “crash 
program” meant fulfill present need, 
sort “elite program” restricted those 
individuals whose intellectual qualities fit them 
become scientific specialists. What must 
bear mind that science essential 
part general education and that one can 
considered truly educated this modern 
world without least basic knowledge 
science. Now the time for the Catholic edu- 
cational system examine its whole curricu- 
lum see that science does occupy the 
place which its due; evaluate its teachers 
science make sure that they are truly 
competent their field; scrutinize the 
content courses determine that they are 
calculated give solid foundation scien- 
tific knowledge and training; and scrutinize 
teaching techniques make certain that they 
will give the student insight into, and 
understanding of, and familiarity with, those 
scientific methods about which Mr. Gilson 
has written with such acumen. 


Quality Catholic Education 


Bishop Shehan disagrees with Admiral 
Rickover’s statement that the school’s con- 
cern with the intellect alone, and thinks 
that Catholic education cannot indiffer- 
ent the devolopment moral charac- 
ter; concerned with physical and emo- 
tional security. nevertheless agrees that 
the production intellectual excellence 
the basis for the judgment formal edu- 
cation. More important the emphasis 
quality Catholic education, which the 
CATHOLIC SCHOOL JOURNAL has emphasized 
for more than quarter century. 
Bishop Shehan says, that self-examination 
“worthy the vocation which the ex- 
aminers are called.” Bishop Shehan says: 


While are cultivating the financial re- 
sources for our great task and while are 
recruiting personnel, both religious and lay, 
must ever conscious the necessity 
improving the quality our instruction and 
maintaining the highest possible level. 
Education poor quality likely defeat 
the very purpose for which Catholic education 
exists. the first place, inconceivable 
that religious instruction high quality 
should exist against background inferior 
teaching standards. Furthermore, second- 
rate teaching the student particularly 
the promising student likely turned 
away from the faith and against the Church 
the feeling that has been cheated 
that which has right and which 
Catholic education has really pledged itself. 

the light the criticism all American 
education, educational institution this 
country can unmindful the problem 
quality the education offers. After the 
events the past few years certainly every 
Catholic institution keenly aware this 
problem, and sure, examining its pro- 
gram for weaknesses and making every 
possible effort perfect its curriculum, 
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strengthen its staff, and raise the quality 
its teaching. 


Four Basic Resources Catholic 
Education 


solve these many problems resulting 
both the foreseeable and more remote 
future, Bishop Shehan points out four 
resources: 


The backing the Catholic popula- 
tion willing make sacrifices see that 
their children receive Catholic education, 
and the support men wealth for 
higher institutions, particularly the re- 
cent self-criticisms are used effectively and 
imaginatively. 

The devotion religious men and 
women who have dedicated themselves 
solving the problems and meeting the com- 
mitments Catholic education. Nor should 
the resources and the dedication able 
and devoted laymen overlooked. 


which coming down 
times, has been tested time and again 
and supplies the basis sound philoso- 
phy education. 


The certainty divine truth together 
with the consciousness divine mission. 
That certainty and that consciousness give 
clear and irrevocable commitment. 


Prove Everything: Hold Fast That 
Which Good 


And Bishop Shehan concludes with this 
inspiring paragraph: 


The main point that would make that, 
despite real problems Catholic education, 
have reasons for discouragement. 
the contrary, have every reason 
ahead boldly and confidently the road 
reason and common sense point out us, 
preserving all those treasures from the past 
which are ours, but ready add those 
treasures whatever value the present day 
offers. Our chief treasures are undoubtedly 
our philosophy, our tradition the humani- 
ties and the liberal arts, the eternal truths 
Christian faith. But our reaction against 
the fads present-day education, must 
not lose sight the fact that the modern 
educational movement has developed some 
techniques great value and that modern 
psychology has made significant discoveries 
relative the whole process learning. 
bold charting our course does not mean 
that advance haphazardly along any path 
that seems open before us, but rather that 
make our plans the basis careful 
research and thoughtful analysis the whole 
present-day educational field. make good 
our opportunity requires that develop and 
use every resource our disposal. Our chief 
resource will always lie the ability, the 
training, and the dedication our teachers. 
chiefly the full use their spirit 
dedication and self-sacrifice that Catholic 
education will fulfill its commitments. 


The Responsibiilty for Catholic 
Children Public Schools 

The responsibility the Church for the 
Catholic children public schools was 
brought the attention those who 
heard him Msgr. Joseph Corbett, 
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director the Washington, C., Con- 
fraternity Christian Doctrine, 
paper “Our Responsibility the Cath- 
olic Child the Public School.” One 
the corollaries his paper is: 


The majority the Catholic children who 
are being educated the public school should 
get much attention from the Church the 
minority who are the Catholic schools. The 
obligation give the minimum religious 
instruction all has priority over the duty 
give the fullness Catholic education 


Statistics quoted from Cardinal O’Hara 
and from the Catholic Directory are inter- 
preted mean that potentially more than 
one million children will seeking admis- 
sion the Catholic school system each 
September for the next six years, with 
ever increasing number baptisms prom- 
ised for future years and change 
trend expected. But the problem revealed 
our accomplishments thus stated: 


The disturbing fact that great multi- 
tude, that grows from year year, remains 
untouched our educational endeavors; and 
yet, the Catholic parish established for the 
sanctification and salvation all its members. 
The parish’s principal agencies, and this must 
include the parochial school, are intended 
reach all who can possibly benefit from them. 
Yet, not merely the teeming population 
growth that confronts Catholic 
throughout the country with this enormously 
challenging situation. The religious well-being 
many our Catholic youth public 
schools becomes increasingly aggravated 
the prevalent secularism the atmosphere, 
the weakened condition family life, the lack 
personal discipline, and the presence 
abundance high-powered temptations. These 
facts modern living make for severe pres- 
sures which can met and conquered only 
vivid religious knowledge coupled with 
exceptional moral strength. 


The Confraternity Christian 
Doctrine 


Msgr. Corbett’s way meet the respon- 
sibility for the Catholic child the public 
school the Confraternity Christian 
vehicle apostolic oppor- 
tunity for the organized, 
planned, intelligent approach the prob- 
lem, practical, and flexible” 
meet the special needs the public school 
Catholic child. The parish co-workers 
the priest are virtuous, well instructed, and 
zealous lay people: 


Experience shows that there can brought 
together parish, group lay men and 
women who are virtuous, who can well 
instructed, and who are really apostolic 
mind and heart.

Msgr. Corbett concludes his paper with 
some corrolaries.

and suggestions Rev. Thomas Verner 
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Moore, the former professor psychology 
the Catholic University and the author 
Dynamic Psychology. Father Stafford, 
the present head the department psy- 
chology and psychiatry the Catholic Uni- 
versity read the paper. stresses greatly 
the problems remedial reading and how 
often physical examination, with special 
reference vision and hearing, will reveal 
the cause. Father Moore urges all mother 
superiors see that teaching Sisters have 
practical course remedial reading, and 
urged use diagnostic tests, and have 
special teachers help pupils who have de- 
fects. The example St. Vincent Paul 
was held dealing with home prob- 
lems the visiting teacher they affect 
the students’ school life. Two the sug- 
gestions shall quote deal with the school 
library bibliotherapy and 
lems: 


come now speak most cherished 
technique treating the problems ado- 
lescence: bibliotherapy. seems used 
more often lessen the strain mental dis- 
orders emotional character. conceived 
many years ago technique leading 
the adolescent formulate sound moral prin- 
ciples and conceive worthwhile goal 
life. 

Neither children nor adolescents and grown- 
ups take kindly anyone whom they see 
trying change them. Because this, 
“preaching” them (and even the most 
kindly advice) does not help. promptly 
rejected. 

There should school library every 
grade school and, above all, every high 
school. Sister “with personality” should 
the library certain hours. Any truant 
child presenting behavior problem should 
have series appointments see the Sister 
“with personality.” She gets him interested 
reading book book, possible, which 
illustrates the child’s own problem. When 
comes for his next appointment, she asks him 
tell her about what has been reading. 
does so, she crystallizes for him the 
moral principles that has discovered 
avoiding any attempt preach advise. 

One will find that there are stages the 
development moral principles: 

principle absent the zero stage. 

The principle present implication. 
Incidents are described which imply the pres- 
ence the principle. 

The general principle has been grasped 
but not acted upon. 

The general principle commences 
acted upon and becomes ever stronger until 
dominates conduct reflex action. 

Children child guidance centers are all 
too often treated animals with emotions, 
and the child psychiatrist does not realize that 
man rational animal. Normal human con- 
duct demands principles that intellect alone 
can conceive and fidelity these principles 
free and responsible voluntary actions. 


The Dream the Parish

—they impressed the audience. The finan- 
cial problem was staggering and 
sented detail. The tuition increase prob- 
lem will interest all our readers.

One na- 
tional report says the average annual tuition 
private colleges and universities the next 
ten years can expected rise $750

$1,350. President Pusey Harvard predicts 
that ten years costs higher education will 
three times what they are now: cites 
way illustration Harvard’s 1958 operating 
costs $58 million compared with Har- 
vard’s 1940 costs $14 million.

Many 
our institutions may forced lower 
their standards drastically arouse the inter- 
est candidates limited salary offerings. 
this occurs, and find difficult see 
how can avoided completely, face 
the prospect many our smaller colleges 
becoming known second rate institutions 
offering second-class education increas- 
ing number Catholic young men and 
women.

Really Want Improve 
Catholic Higher Education? 


Dr. Fleege has sharply raised many issues 
higher education which are often dis- 
cussed conventions, but entirely forgot- 
ten returning home. There was one 
factor emphasized questionnaire the 
college presidents that challenge the 
sincerity our desire really improve 
Catholic education. The college presidents 
their answers strongly recommend inter- 
institutional co-operation. The real prob- 
lem the background the needless 
multiplicity colleges area im- 
plied. Says Dr. Fleege: 
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was struck the frequency with which 
institutional co-operation was mentioned. The 
desire apparently present, although Catholic 
inter-institutional co-operation date awaits 
catalytic agent. This concept 
spreading more rapidly among non-Catholic 
institutions. Witness the Richmond Area Uni- 
versity Center which represents co-operative 
arrangement among separate institutions; 
the Associated Colleges Claremont, Calif., 
wherein five small independent colleges share 
library, science building, medical facilities, 
auditorium, and even joint business offices. 
New England, Amherst, Smith, Mt. Hol- 
yoke, and the University Massachusetts 
make some joint faculty appointments and 
share number other resources. Some 
teachers these four colleges give courses 
one several other institutions; they co- 
operatively sponsor variety courses and 
seminars. There are least such co-opera- 
tive ventures operation. the Ivy League 
there tacit agreement that when one 
institution undertakes distinctive acadamic 
program, research project, conducts work- 
shop institute, the others leave the field 
that institution. 


recent issue, America editorializes, 
how many metropolitan areas are 
there, where three, four, and five Catholic 
colleges blissful their independence 
are competing vigorously for community 
support, faculty, and students? tour 
one these areas can disclose mystifying 
duplication expensive library and labora- 
tory facilities, student unions and gym- 
time eliminate the last vestiges the 
parochialism that impeding co-operation 
among Catholic schools.” 


Another Constructive Proposal: 
New Type Catholic College 


interesting proposal made Dr. 
Fleege the spirit Bishop Shehan’s con- 
ception secondary education and Father 
Moore’s dream new type parish 
new type Catholic college: 


All these means, however, not con- 
vince that can adequately match the 
quality scholarly programs made possible 
funds some public institutions nor those 
financed huge endowments some non- 
Catholic colleges and universities at- 
tempt match them all fronts, too 
many our Catholic institutions seem now 
attempting. 

would like see variation our tra- 
ditional Catholic college tried out ex- 
perimental basis. find necessary 
expand even found new college, let 
use our resources erecting Catholic college 
the vicinity, not the campus 
heavily endowed non-sectarian University 
adjoining State University. Let the heavily 
financed institution carry the main burden 
educating our youth particularly those 
areas where our Catholic philosophy and 
theology are least likely have significant 
bearing. 


The success such colleges England 
noted. 


Similar colleges seem have proved effec- 
tive Oxford and Cambridge. Besides, such 
variety among Catholic colleges might the 
end prove stimulating and challenging our 
traditional Catholic institutions. 


But much more significant point 
the intellectual inadequacy many Cath- 
olic Colleges meet certain intellectual 
needs the students. Dr. Fleege says: 


There another reason why experimenta- 
tion along the line suggested above should 
undertaken. present estimated that 
only about per cent Catholic youth 
attending college are Catholic institution. 
cannot say that blame certain gifted stu- 

ents for choosing given colleges uni- 
versities with outstanding program their 
field interest. The fact the vast majority 
Catholic higher educational institutions 
cannot excel every field; too many attempt- 
ing too many fields end with mediocre 
programs, attracting mediocre teachers and 
students. The bright student wants the best 
the way scholarship intellectual 
challenge his field interest. wants 
infected intellectually with the best. Be- 
sides, knows may find stimulation 
other gifted students similarly attracted. 

not expecting too much such 
gifted Catholic youth sacrifice all oppor- 
tunity securing deeper understanding 
Catholic philosophy and theology time 
maturer level than has have experienced 
heretofore. reply that can obtain deeper 
insights his faith through the Sunday ser- 
mons dodge the issue. The priests the 
parish must tailor their sermons the mind 
the average parishioner. 


THE 150 Separate Meetings 


There were 150 separate and distinct 
meetings, conferences, and official sessions 
the program with several hundred par- 
ticipants.

THE RESOLUTIONS 


The resolutions passed the final busi- 
ness meeting the Convention centered 
upon the general Convention theme: Chris- 
tian Education Our Commitments and 
Resources.

prayers for peace. response this call 
and realizing the great need supplying 
religious education through nonsectarian 
education the public schools, the staff 
the Brady school launched forth 
effort accomplish such goal. The syl- 
abus which resulted, carefully avoids sec- 
tarianism but definitely provides for spe- 
cific lessons and practice character and 
citizenship training.

Audio-Visual Aids Religion 


Dr. Ella Callista Clark Marquette 
University demonstrated the use num- 
ber audio-visual aids especially appro- 
priate the learning needs kindergarten 
children. She pointed out that, with few 
exceptions, films and filmstrips are not al- 
ways particularly adaptable use the 
kindergarten unless background un- 
derstanding has been previously developed. 
Instead, the younger child usually profits 
from firsthand experience, models, stereo- 
graphs, realistic pictures, and the do-it- 
yourself types. 

For example, one teacher who wanted 
help her pupils attain understanding 
the Stations the Cross began dis- 
playing the Pflaum Station cutouts her 
room. The children initiated discussion con- 
cerning them, and raised questions which 
naturally suggested trip the church. 
There the teacher and her young followers 
paused before each the Stations and the 
teacher gave brief explanation and short 
childlike meditation each station. Sev- 
eral days later when the children had ex- 
pressed desire repeat their visit the 
Stations the church, individual children 
volunteered brief meditation before each 
station. was obvious that even these 
young children were developing under- 
standing the Way the Cross and were 
learning pray from their hearts they 
actually contemplated the meaning the 
Redemption. Later, each the children 
participated planning and drawing this 
them are far more important than the 
finest Raphael’s paintings. (These were 
exhibit and were examined the audi- 
ence this time.) 

Other sets child-made pictures were 
also exhibit, illustrated how this teacher 
then led children into consideration 
ways which they could return Christ’s 
love for doing certain acts kind- 
ness and obedience the playground, 
home, and elsewhere. 

Another kindergarten teacher finds real 
objects source fascination well 
means achieving many valuable learn- 


many wonderful gifts us, this teacher, 
last September, brought her classroom 
and placed cage Monarch caterpillar 
which she found milkweed along the 
roadside. The children were fascinated 
they watched this creature’s life cycle 
evolve. The great beauty the jade and 
gold chrysalis impressed them deeply 
did the eventual emergence the butterfly 
which accommodatingly laid some eggs thus 
presenting the final chapter the life cycle 
the Monarch butterfly. 

variety audio-visual aids which this 
teacher used during the progress this 
intriguing unit were then shown. Among 
these were mounted specimen the 
Monarch butterfly and the Judy See Quees 
consisting six movable parts showing the 
life cycle the Monarch. The latter are 
especially valuable reading readiness 
are these many picture books which not 
only supply important information but also 
provide powerful motivation for learning 
read and for deep appreciation 
books. After the children had experienced 
these many contacts with the life story 
one God’s loveliest creatures, they saw 
and discussed the ten-minute movie, “The 
Monarch Butterfly.” 

Dr. Clark also demonstrated how slides, 
filmstrips, opaque projector strips, and 
other appropriate audio-visual aids are used 
successful kindergarten teachers. How- 
ever, she stressed the tremendous impor- 
tance choosing audio-visual aids care- 
fully relation the needs and maturity 
the children and most important all 
using these effectively the learning 
situation. 


Science the Kindergarten 


Miss Joan Piela, kindergarten supervisor, 
Detroit Public Schools, demonstrated many 
readily available science materials which 
the kindergarten teacher finds extremely 
valuable. Miss Piela emphasized that teach- 
ers with even limited background need 
not frightened the need including 
science the kindergarten curriculum. 
proof this point, she demonstrated many 
interesting yet simple ways which chil- 
dren can stimulated observe intelli- 
gently such natural phenomena 
movement fish the aquarium, the 
wind scattering such winged seeds the 
milkweed, the behavior pet 
easily made cage (two cake tins end 
supports for piece window screen 
secured with few paper fasteners) birds 
permanent residents they arrive 
the spring, and many other readily avail- 
able and intriguing 
bilities. 

Thursday morning the kindergarten 
teachers gathered examine, evaluate, and 
discuss the extensive exhibit provided 
the National Catholic Kindergarten Asso- 
ciation and the science and audio-visual 
exhibits provided Miss Piela and Dr. 
Clark.

the opening session the Catholic 
Audio-Visual Educators convention 
Tuesday, March 31, Very Rev. Msgr. Leo 
McCormick, President CAVE, wel- 
comed the audience and invited increased 
membership this rapidly growing group 
deeply concerned with improvement 
learning through appropriate use audio- 
visual aids. referred the well known 
CAVE evaluations religious audio-visual 
aids, and pointed out how carefully and 
thoroughly these evaluation committees are 
examining and reporting new materials.

The 1959 CAVE program provided some 
excellent demonstrations the use vari- 
ous audio-visual aids teaching history, 
reading, religion, science, geography, lan- 
guage arts, and arithmetic. most those 
subjects the lesson was actually taught 
group students whose reactions au- 
dio-visual learning experiences were clearly 
observable. 


Making History Live 


The topic for the opening session was 
“Teaching History with Audio-Visual 
Aids” (Secondary level). Sister Rosita, 
R.S.M., Sister Rosella, R.S.M., Sister 
Mechtilde, R.S.M., and Sister Eugene, 
R.S.M. Bronx, New York, pointed out 
how cartoons, filmstrips, films, opaque pro- 
jection, posters, and other appropriate 
audio-visual aids can provide powerful vi- 
carious historical experiences and invest 
the past with most impressive reality.

third, which considers being independent 
matter both for their existence and their in- 
telligibility, metaphysics. 

Maritain, whose work this field has been 
pioneering and brilliant, suggests that modern 
empirical sciences are two kinds. The first, 
the empirio-schematic, offers knowledge 
sensible things terms aggregates 
sensible phenomena common 
viduals, and these considers constituting 
specifically distinct branch knowledge 
the first level abstraction. The second, the 
empirio-metrical sciences nature, are ma- 
terially concerned with sensible matter, but 
formally belong the realm mathematics. 
Even the empirio-schematic sciences tend to- 
ward mathematics for their scientific comple- 
tion. 

Other Thomists, such those the Laval 
School Canada and the River Forest School 
the United States, reject Maritain’s posi- 
tion. They locate the empirical sciences the 
first level abstraction but disagree 
their scientific status. The Laval School main- 
tains that their conclusions not give certi- 
tude and hence are infrascientific, whereas the 
River Forest School considers them truly 
scientific and their conclusions as, least 
some instances, certain. For the latter, the 
philosophy nature constitutes what might
